DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 0, 1 4, 1 5, 1 7, 1 9-24 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant's amendments to the claims have put the instant case in condition 
for allowance. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the specific combination 
of the hydroxycarboxylic acid, the hydrogen peroxide and the imidazoline in the specific 
weight percent ranges added by amendment. Nor does the prior art provide the 
motivation for the combination of compounds in the newly required weight percentage 
ranges. As such the instant claims are found to be allowable.
